Research shows that a large 
percentage of college physics classes 
taught in the United States are offered 
tlirough two year institutions.

All of that is beginning to change. 
Thanks to work by Shelton physics 
instructor Chuen-Chuen Fang, the 
college has received a grant from the 
National Science Foundation that wil! 
be used to adapt and implement a 
microcomputer-based physics 
laboratory (MBL) curricula that will 
enhance the present physics laboratory 
at the college. The grant will focus on 
promoting a quality education in 
science for minorities, such as 
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Hispanics, blacks, und women. 

The National Science Foundation 
grunt will provide $21,138.00 which 
will be matched by die same cash 
amount from the college. The grant 
was funded through the Advanced 

Technical Education Program (ATE) 
that operates through NSF's 
Directorate for Education and 1 luman 
Resources by the i division of 
Undergraduate Education (DUE). 

This technology-based physics 
assists students in understanding 
conceptual physics and stimulates 
group learning by encouraging students 
to interact with one another while 
performing their laboratory projects 
using microcomputers.
